A number of org«"intlona vis- 
ited the White House before noon and were 
received by the president In the E-troom, 
Prominent among those were the Sam 3. Ran- 
da» club, Amerlous club »nd Yonng Men's 
Democratic club, all of Philadelphia, the 
Kinv county club of Brooklyn, and a dele- 
gation from the County democracy oJ_-J?*w 


York. Justices of-the United States su- 
preme court, headed by Chief Justice Walte, 
e»Hed about noon, and were received lu the 
Blue ptilor. Members ot the national demo- 
umtlc committee were next received. Many 
other prominent persons called to pay their 
respects, and kept the president engaged the 
entire <i»y. 


No changes have yet been made In the force 


employed at the White House except that Col- 
onel Daniel S. Lumont occuplas the ofllce of 
seketa,, to the president Instead of Fred J. 
Phillips, who, of course, retired with Mr. 
Arthur. The present's rn«H to-day was veiy 
large. It consisted principally of letters of 
congiatnlatlen*. 
M»ny, however, related to 


appointments. 


Subsequently the Democratic Phalanx of 


Albany called on the president In a body. 
They were followed by detatchments of 
clubs from Ohio, New York, .New Jersey.
